HOW BRITISH TARS DIED 


BRAVELY THEY WAITED FOR A 
WATERY GRAVE. 


With Prayers on Their Lips and the 
Ship's Bell Tolling For Chuch Ser- 
vice Seven Hundred British Sailors 
Sank on the “Glorious” Amid the 
Cheers of the Fleet—Bugler Sound- 
ed the Last Post. 


The “Glorious” had been steaming 
at full speed on a starless night, with- 
out light, and had been run down by 
the 'battle-fleet, also taking war risks. 
She had been struck on the starboard 
bow, and her forebridge had gone by 
the board; taking the captain, com 
mander and ‘first lieutenant with it. 
For the moment authority was disor- 
ganized. 

But for the moment only. Then a 
young lieutenant, in his pyjamas, took 
over the command, ied his orders 
as calmly as it a collision in mid-At- 
lantic, with a terrific sea running, was 
an every-day occurrence. 

Within a minute from the first 
shock, men were picking their way 
with lighted lamps. The watch below, 

uiet and orderly, was streaming up 
the ladders to the upper deck. Stokers 
were clambering up natrow hatch- 
ways, or patiently waiting their turn.

Water was pouring through the huge 
rent in the ship’s side, preventing 
the watertight doors from being clos- 
ed.

At last a young seaman—a boy, 
scarcely out of his teens—could stand 
the strain no longer. He fell out, and, 
leaning against the rails, began to 
sob. An old tar bent over and touch- 
ed him on the shoulder.

ous wave. Then the cheer died away 
in a groaning wail os the “Glorious” 
gave a mighty heave. - 

Her bows were already submerged, 
and her propeller high out of the 
water, was racing and whirring and 
vibrating through the whole ship. 
With the last heave it stopped, and 
the only sounds wore the wind 
screeching through the rieging. and 
the waves roaring their jubilation at 
finding on ingress.

The great cruiser shivered slightly, 
steadied herself, then, with a deep, 
shuddering sigh of ereaping nir—the 
regretiul sigh of n gallant ship for 
her still more gallant crew—the stern 
of the ‘Glorious’ disappeared : be- 
neath the waves, with her crew still 
standing reverently on the decks 
listening to the chaplain’s prayer.

DEFIES ATTACK, 


The Wonderful Strong Room Under 
the Bank of England.’ 
There is a close analogy between 
the struggle of the locksmith against 
the burglar and the contest between 
armor plate and big guns. Time af- 
ter time has the locksmith exhausted 
his ingenuity in devising apparently 
impenetrable chambers,’ and again 
and again have the marvelous skill 
and patience of the burglar foiled 
his efforts. ' 

A hundred years ago the Bank cf 
England kept its cash and securittes 
in a Gent oak box clamped with 
iron, rom this the strong room of 
to-day, constructed of armor plate, 
has been gradually evolved. 

f a mob overcame the guards and 
“watch clerks” at the Bank of Eng- 
land, they could /not possibly pene- 
trate into the vaults, for their passage 
would be blocked by large reservoirs 
of water. The strong room here is one 
of the largest in the world. The 
foundation, sixty-six feet below street 
level, is a bed of concrete twenty 
feet thick. 

Above this concrete is a lake seven 
feet deep, and above that thick plates 
of iron specially manufactured to re- 
sist both force and skill. Any one 
attempting an entrance from above 
would find a similar bed of concrete, 
n similar lake and similar plates of 
iron. The walls are impenctrable, 
while the doors are one foot thick, 
weigh four tons each and are made 
absolutely undrillable, " 

Many years ago, when the strong 
toom was: less rigorously protected, 
the directors were startled one morn- 
ing by n letter from a man who said 
he had been in the vault. 

Some days later a heavy chest, 
which had been abstracted from the 
“treasury,” was réturned to the bank 
by the writer of the letter, who had 
gained entrance from the sewers. He 
was rewarded and given a pension 
for life. : 

In the safe deposit, which has be- 
come a necessary adjunct of modern 
life, are to be found the most modern 
developments in strong room con- 
struction. One of the largest in Lon- 
don, which cd&t ‘$1,000,000, consists 
ot thirty-two great vaults, whose doors 
have no locks'and are worked by 
hydraulic power. ] 

When the doors are closed the 
mechanism is disconnected, and any 
one attempting to connect it would 
release 50,000 gallons of water and 
flood the place from floor to ceiling, 
although the strong rooms would re- 
main absolutely dry. Many and 
varied are the valuables stored in 
these treasure houses. 

At another London depository the 
writer woe shown a room which con- 
tained $150,000,000 worth of securities. 
The next contained a collection of 
rare books worth $10,090 each, and 
nnother held a’collection of old china. 
TIn_ an_ fourth / were; paintings worth 
$500,000, and a fifth contained taper- 
tries which could not be duplicated 
for $250,000. \
